‘Lhe Registrar General of England, in his re- 
port June 26, 1558, reckons the preventable 
deaths in the city of London alone, at 15,000 
every year; and yet, were New York as healthy 
as London, we should save more than 9,000 lives 
every year. 

_ Breathe fresh air if you would live long. In 
New England, farmers who pass their days out 


of doors, hve to an average of 64 years. The 
average age of persons who have in<loor occu-

Within nine years, in one of the districts of 
London, containing 130,000 inhabita.ts, accord- 
ing to the report of Dr. Letbeby, its health offi- 
cer, the annual mortality has been reduced from 
8,763 to 2,900.

yrovements, which bad been in operation but 
ve years, had saved so far 1,015 lives, and 
25,300 cases of sickness, Each inhabitant had 
gained three years of life. 

Engiand gives her prisoners each a thousand | 
cubic feet of air to breathe; in the class rooms 
of our school houses, in New York, we give our 
children 50 to 150 feet each. And the prisoner 
has ventilation, while the scholar generally has 


none. 

In the model lodging houses in London, 
where some attention been paid to ventila- 
tion, drainage and facilities for cleanline’s, the 

roportion of sickness and death has been, dur- 
ing the last five years, only one-fourth as great 
as in the surrounding districts. Were alae. 
don as healthy as they, 25,000 lives would be 
saved every year. Why not save 10,000 a year 
by clean streets, filling and draining cess-pools, 
and ventilating bouses. 

In this country, the mortality of children is 
increasing with terrible rapidity. In Boston, 
the percentage of deaths of children under 10 
doubled from 1830 to 1850. In New York, the 
deaths of children to each 100,000 inhabitants 
have more than trebled since 1510. 

The average length of life in this country is 
diminishing at an ing rate, it having sunk 
in three principal cities as follows:

A Street Raliroad Speculation, 
(From the Philadelphis rth Amer'can } 

During the present. week the Hestonville 
Railroad Company will break ground for the 
extension of their road in Callowhill street to 
the Delaware front, when will be inaugurated 
one of the speculations of the era. At the ter- 
minus of their road in Hestonville this Compa- 
ny have just completed the construction of a 
splendid depot. The building w one hundred 
and sixty feet long by sixty feet wide. The 
ground floor bas ample room for the storage of 
fifty cars. Attached to the main building is a 
fine stable, having stall room for one hundred 
and forty horses. The arrangements of the sta- 
ble combine cleanliness, light, ventilation and 
durability, with perfect safety from fire. The 
second floor of the main building is arranged for 
public assemblages, balls, or pic-uics. This room 
is one hundred and thirty feet im length, twen- 
ty-eight feet high, and sixty feet wide, or about 
four feet wider than Musical Fund Hall. At- 
tached to the ball-room are retiring and dreas- 
ing-rooms and closets for ladies, while on the 
third floor front are accommodations for gen- 
tlemen, with the addition of a neat supper 
room, the whole embellished with gas fixtures 
of the latest patterns. On the side of the ball- 
room double tiers of tete a tetes are to be ar- 
ranged, sufficiently elevated to give a full view 
ef the room. The investment in this building 
was $280,000, which the Company hope to turn 
to account by attracting pic-nic parties to the 
spot. 

An Amendment to Mr, Merriam’s
